Tho sap was collected then in troughs 


oauh about tbi'eo foet long, hollowed out o 
Beciious of poplars, and wfts conveyed t( 
the kettles iu barrels, from whioh it wfli 
transferred by scoops. There were five or 
more kettles, from ten to thirty gallons ii 
capacity, aud each was filled with sap which 
W*B kept boiling, the larger kettles beiiifc 
refilled from tho smaller ones as eveporn 
titm reduced the quantity. 
When Iho con 


teiitii were reduced to a desired cousisteiicy, 
the hot syrup was dipped out aud passed 
through a flannel strainer into covered tubs, 
from which again 
it was poured into B 


large, thick-bottomed kettle for tho process 
of "stirring off," some- milk And tho whites 
of several

foreign matters in it floated to tho top ant 
were removed, when it became deliciously 
translucent. 
It was 
now exposed

greater heat and gently boiled, the ovapora 
tiop continuing, and bringing it nearer tho 
point of granulation. Now tbe sugar-makei 
was all watchfulness, and it fared ill with 
those who distracted him, for if tbe golcleu 
liquid seething in the kottle boiled the Ions! 
bit too much it would become dry in quali 
ty, while if boiled too littlo, it would become 
"soggy." He tested it constantly, plucking 
threads of it from his stirring stick, auc 
trailing them round in cups of cold water 
While the threads yielded wasily to the 
touch, the sugar was uot done, but as soon 
as one broke crisp between his fingers, the 
moment had come to take the kettle off the 
tire. As the sugar began to cool, it crystal 
lized round tho sides, and gradually the 
whole mass, under the vigorous stirring, 
became granular. 


In that way sugar was made years ago, 


aud when the sap flowed profusely tho 
operations 
wore 
oontinued 
through tho 


night, and tho fires cast strange shadows in 
the woods. 
But instead of a hut of logs a 


permanent sugar IJOUKQ is now built, anc 
furnished with many elaborate devices to 
prevent waste and deterioration. .Formerly, 
when the maples were tapped 
with an 


iiuger, an "elder quill" wns inserted in the 
incision to conduct tho srip iuto tho trough 
below ; that is, a small piece of elder wood 
about three inchea long witb the pith boreci 
out of it, which formed a tubo ; but in most 
orchards tot!ay a galvanized 
iron gpont 


is ased, which has the advantage of uot 
souring tho sap nor choking many pores. 
Everything is "improved." Tho collections 
arc made with the unvarying order of collec- 
tions from letter boxes, and if the grove is 
on a hill, and the sugar house u in a hollow, 
the sap, us it is gathered, is emptied into u 
"flume," which quickly conducts it to alnrgo 
reservoir within the building, wherein it is 
strained through cloth.

From tho 
reservoir tho sap is conducted, as required, 
through tin pipes into a ''heater," wbonee 
it passes through a series of iron tubes to bo 
delivered, after straining, in a condition for 
"sugaring nff."
